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Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 1 Row P Grave 3 at the Spoilbank 
Cemetery, Zillebeke lists an “Unknown Corporal, Negro”, within a chronological group, 
with a date of death on or about 27 September 1917. 

A review of the historical evidence makes it clear that the remains are those of Corporal 
Frederick C Sully of the 8 th Battalion, British West Indies Regiment. Corporal Sully is 
one of nine (9) men of the Regiment, killed in action in Belgium during the above period. 
Further, he is the only one without a known place of burial and the only Corporal 
(CWGCLink). 
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Details of Findings: 

An analysis of all of the available evidence leaves no doubt that the remains of the 
“Unknown Corporal, Negro ” that are buried in the Spoilbank Cemetery are those of 
Corporal Frederick C Sully of the 8 th Battalion, British West Indies Regiment. There is 
no evidence of any other Corporal of the British forces, or in fact any Commonwealth 
force, that has these racial characteristics with no known grave in Belgium during the 
action in late September 1917. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The Graves Registration Report Form (GRRF) for Plot 1 Row P of the Spoilbank 
Cemetery lists eleven (11) casualties, with known dates of death between 
September 24, 1917 and September 28, 1917 (Attachment #1). Within that list 
there are two Unknown Corporals, one of which is described as “Negro”. The 
highest percentage of soldiers to have met this description would have been from 
the British West Indies Regiment ( B.W.I.R.) . 

2. The Headstone Schedule (HD-SCHD) for Plot 1 Row P of the Spoilbank 
Cemetery does not carry forward the descriptive component of the GRRF 
document; rather it reports the two unknowns as “Unknown British CorporaT 
(Attachment #2). A person visiting this cemetery, or reviewing this document, 
would not be aware that there was additional descriptive information ( racial 
characteristics) that is available to assist in the identification of one of the 
unknown Corporals. 

3. An Area Map for the action in and around the area of Spoilbank Cemetery in 
sector 28 . 1 . 33 , is provided to show the area east and southeast of Ypres, 

Belgium as it would have appeared in late September 1917 (Attachment #3). 

This period marked what was historically referenced to as the 3 rd Battle of Ypres, 
which included the Battle of Polygon Wood from 26 September 1917 to 3 
October 1917 ( CWGC Link) . Major geographic features are marked in red type 
for reference. 

4. A more detailed Trench Map, extracted from the war diaries of the 1 st ANZAC 
Corps provides information on the main Army units in this area during the Battle 
of Polygon Wood in late September 1917 (Attachment #4). This area is 
represented by the “Red Square” shown in the previous area map. The key 
component of this map for the case at hand is the presence of the 1 st ANZAC 
Corps and the British “X” Corps Heavy Artillery. The British West Indies 
Regiment played a significant supporting role, bringing forward ammunition for 
the infantry and shells for the heavy artillery. 

5. A detailed evaluation was made of any other candidates that may have fit the 
racial characteristics, as described in the circa 1920 burial return (Attachment 
#5). For the period of 24 September 1917 to 30 September 1917, there were 278 
Corporals reported killed, of which 191 saw service with the United Kingdom 
(including colonies not directly reported), 85 with Australia and 2 with Canada. 
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Details on those searches are included in Attachment #5, as they related to 
casualty searches for Afro-Caribbean men: 

• born from 1870 to 1900 on one of the BWI Islands that were killed or died 
in Belgium between 1914 to 1918, who did not serve in the British West 
Indies Regiment, as recorded on “Ancestry” and/or “Find A Grave”; 

• listed on the various Caribbean “Rolls of Honour”, serving with either the 
British West Indies Regiment or directly with another Commonwealth 
country; and 

• men listed by the CWGC as being members of one of the Bermuda or 
Jamaican contingents. 

Men from those associations were considered candidates if they met the basic 
criteria for the “Unknown Negro Corporal”, that being that they had no known 
burial location, were of the rank of Corporal, Lance Corporal or Sergeant (as 
there were notably errors in recorded ranks), and had racial characteristics that 
suggested they may be “Negro, Black or Dark”, or no known characteristic to 
indicate that they were “Fair or White”. 

There were no other candidates, other than Frederick C Sully, that met the racial 
characteristics of the Unknown Corporal in the Spoilbank Cemetery. 

6. The War Diary of the 8 th Battalion British West Indies Regiment provides details 
on the location and activities of the unit in late September 1917 (Attachment #6). 
On 26 September 1917 the 8th Bn BWIR was camped at 27.R.11 .c.9.7, which 
places the battalion approximately 7,000 yards south of Poperinghe. On that day 
seven (7) Officers and 150 Other Ranks were working for the 1st Anzacs and the 
remainder of the battalion was supplying parties for ammunition duties with "X" 
Corps Heavy Artillery, in the sector east of Zillebeke 28.1.22 to as far east as 
Polygon Wood 28.J.9. Four (4) men were sent to hospital. On 27 September 
1917, Captain Hobson and party, less 43 OR, detained by 1st Anzacs, returned 
after marching 2 miles. Casualties were reported as 4 killed, 14 wounded (other 
ranks). 

The CWGC reports five (5) men of the 8 th Battalion dead on 27 September 1917, 
four (4) of which have known graves in local cemeteries ( CWGC Link) . Two (2) of 
the men are buried in cemeteries close to where Corporal Sully was buried at the 
Spoilbank Cemetery, which is located at 28.l.33.a.2.4: 

• Pte. C. Severin #11626 - Bedford House Cemetery 28.l.26.a.90.25, 
approximately 1,200 yards to the northwest 

• Pte J. Auguste # 10458 - Bus House Cemetery 28.0.2.a.4.6, 
approximately 1,200 yards to the southwest 
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These burial coordinates place three (3) of the men buried in local cemeteries on 
the carrying path for ammunition to the 1 st ANZACS and “X” Corps Heavy 
Artillery. The other two (2) men were buried in cemeteries closer to where the 
base camp was located, southwest of Poperinghe. 

Corporal Sully is the only man of the 8 th Battalion, British West Indies Regiment, 
which has no known grave for that period. As his body was not recovered at that 
time, his death may not have been recorded in the battalion war dairy, rather he 
would have been reported as “missing”. 

7. The War Diary of the General Staff Headquarters of the Australian forces 
provides details on the location of the Australian and British forces in the Battle of 
Polygon Wood in late September 1917 (Attachment #7a). This is critical 
information to this case as we know that the men of the British West Indies 
Regiment were working with the 1 st ANZACS and that the remainder of the 
battalion was transporting ammunition to the “X” Corps Heavy Artillery. 

The Battle of Polygon Wood opened on 26 September 1917, a component of the 
3 rd Battle of Ypres (Passchendaele). The war diary tells us the 5 th Australian 
Division was on the right (south), the 4 th Australian Division on the left (north). 

The 1 st and 2 nd Australian Divisions were in reserve. The British 33 rd Division was 
on the left flank of the 4 th Australian Division. The assembly was reported to be 
carried out successfully, other than for the left brigade of the British “X” Corps, 
which was caught in a heavy enemy barrage. 

It is unknown, at this time, whether Corporal Sully was in a carrying or support 
role with the Australian 1 st ANZACS or with the British “X” Corps. What is 
apparent is that he was killed in action in the area where the combined forces 
were carrying out their attack as part of the Battle of Polygon Wood. 

The War Diary of the Administrative Staff of the Australian Forces accounts for 
the men of the British West Indies Regiment that were attached to or working 
with the Australians in late September 1917 (Attachment #7b). On the 27 th one 
was wounded, but remained at duty with the 113rd Siege Battery, 1 st ANZAC 
Heavy Artillery. Another one wounded was reported attached to the 30 th Siege 
Battery. The third wounded was with the 143 rd Siege Battery, as was the sole 
reported BWIR casualty reported for 30 September 1917. None of these men 
were reported as deceased at that time. 

8. The Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial provides photographic evidence of the names 
of all men of the British West Indies Regiment that have no known grave in 
Belgium, for any time of the Great War (Attachment #8). The only Corporal listed 
is Frederick C Sully. There are no men of the British West Indies Regiment 
named on the Tyne Cot Memorial ( CWGC Link) . 
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Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #9). 

The results of this historical investigation revealed that there was only one candidate for 
the “UNKNOWN NEGRO - CORPORAL” that is buried in grave 1 .P.3 of the Spoilbank 
Cemetery, that being Corporal Frederick C. Sully #11631,8 th Battalion, British West 
Indies Regiment.

A detailed evaluation was made of any other candidates that may have fit the racial 
characteristics, as described in the circa 1920 burial return. Other candidates evaluated 
included the following: 

1. Any other B.W.I.R. Corporals in Belgium at any time during the Great War ( CWGC Link) 

i. Only Corporal F. C. Sully #11631 has no known grave. 

2. Australians Corporals with no known grave for 24-30 September 1917 ( CWGC Link) 

i. 85 Corporals in total, known and unknown 

ii. 49 unknown listed on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial 

iii. None of the unknown men were Indigenous Australians, thus do not match the 
characteristics of the Unknown Corporal ( AWM Link) 

3. Canadian Corporals with no known grave for 24-30 September 1917 (CWGC Link) 

i. 2 Corporals serving in the Canadian Railway Troops both have known graves 

4. British Corporals with no known grave for 24-30 September 1917 ( CWGC Link) 

i. 191 Corporals in total, known and unknown 

ii. 94 on the Tyne Cot Memorial 

iii. 2 on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial (Sully & Cooper) 

5. Other 

i. No men of the Bermuda Volunteer Rifle Corps or the Bermuda Garrison Artillery 

ii. No men with an affiliation to service with New Zealand 

iii. No men with an affiliation to service with South Africa 

A general review of the participation of soldiers from the British West Indies is provided 
in the essay “ British West Indies and World War One", by Washington Alcott and Ralph 
Young of the Southern Voices Project . 

EXTRACT Page 12: In July 1916, the 3rd and the 4th Battalions, having only recently reached Egypt, had 
been suddenly ordered to return to France. Given the heavy losses which the British Army was suffering 
in France, the War Office had decided that in order to get the maximum number of its troops into the 
trenches, special labour battalions were to be recruited from across the British Empire to play vital roles 
behind the lines in ensuring that the necessary logistical and physical infrastructure could be maintained 
and moved forward whenever British army captured ground from the Germans. It was to this labour force 
that the 3rd and 4th battalions were added, despite the fact that they 13 had been trained as soldiers - 
and were being paid on the same terms as British troops. The same fate awaited the 6th through 11th 
battalions as these reached France. Whereas there had been perhaps 1,500 West Indian soldiers in 
France in 1916, this number rose steadily to over 6,000 during 1917. The West Indians found themselves 
unloading and loading ships at various ports, building roads, maintaining repair shops, undertaking postal 
duties, working in factories, driving ambulances, and, nearer the front, laying telephone lines, digging and 
repairing trenches, carrying shells forward for the artillery batteries, and acting as stretcher bearers for the 
wounded. Any activity near the front exposed the soldiers to German snipers, artillery and planes making 
strafing runs. And the casualties could be heavy; in 1917 during the allied offensives at Arras, Messines 
and Ypres, the BWIR lost 79 men killed and 453 wounded.

In addition to the forgoing, a detailed search was made of several other databases that 
might reveal details on Corporals lost in the Great War that met the racial characteristics 
of the UNKNOWN CORPORAL in the Spoilbank Cemetery.

Since we know that SULLY was listed as a CORPORAL by the CWGC and as a 
SERGEANT (SERJEANT) elsewhere, we also checked to see if there were any of the 
higher rank listed, which we can them check further. There was one SERJEANT and 
one LANCE SERGEANT, neither of which is relative to this case, as they both have 
known burial locations. 

Bermuda Roll of Honour 


Two (2) GUNNERS of the Bermuda Garrison Artillery were killed in Belgium ( CWGC 
Link) , presumably they are two on the men in this photograph. They both have known 
burial locations so are not candidates. I would presume as well that Gunners are 
Privates.

CORPORALS. However it does not matter, as both have KNOWN burial locations in

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Commonwealth Forces during the Great War 1914-1921 .The Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event they wish to make 
changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the CWGC has set out 
their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as detailed below. The 
CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 

This process differs from cases related to members of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) 
as these do not go first to the CWGC Canadian Agency in Ottawa. We have modified the 
requirement information noted below to include CWGC criteria from their source material: 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 


Evidence and Source Material: 


Cases need to present clear and 
convincing evidence to prove the identity 
of a casualty and must not be based on 
assumption or speculation. The 
Commission's Commemoration Team will 
also consider whether the findings of a 
better informed contemporary 
investigation are being revisited and if 
there is any new evidence to consider. By 
way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of 
the arrangements for the commemoration 
where it is apparent that no new evidence 
is being presented and, a better informed 
previous decision is being revisited some 
100 years later. 


Un-cited resources cannot be accepted as official 
evidence. Research conducted on the internet will 
only be accepted if supplied by a recognised 
authority such as the CWGC, National Archives 
etc. Any primary (contemporary) sources e.g. the 
National Archives, CWGC, and Genealogical 
website original documentation etc. must be 
copied and submitted with the case. The relevant 
pages of any secondary material e.g. published 
reference books and articles; website material etc. 
should also be copied and submitted. All sources 
must be correctly referenced as footnotes 
throughout the submission as well as cited in a 
complete bibliography of consulted sources 
Referencing is essential to any historical research 
and should contain some uniform elements.
